NOTE8 BY THE WAY. 

“ Youra truly,” hereinafter mention¬ 
ed, etrook Bruce County about the 
firet of the present month—a very 
opportune time for “ taking In ” figur¬ 
atively speaking, the township fall 
fairs, as you will observe. One thing 
that struck “ your obedient servant ” 
very forcibly was that the aforesaid 
fairs could be very well abolished, not 
only here but throughout Ontario, 
without detriment to agriculture and 
but at a email pecuniary loss to the 
hotels and taverns in the villages and 
hamlets in which they are held. The 
annual county show is all right and 
serves a worthy purpose. Such shows 
are deserving of encouragement And 
the people of Ontario should be public 
spirited enough to spare no effort to 
make them thoroughly representative 
of the counties in which they are held. 
The annual township show, however, 
which under the fostering caro of the 
Ontario Government, has spread till its 
name is legion, serves only to detract 
from the influence, interest and useful, 
□ess of the county show. The town¬ 
ship show has outlived its usefulness, 
flike the curl in the prize porker’s tail 
its value was ever hard to determine) 
and it could be well relegated to 
oblivion, away up salt Salt Creek, and 
the government grant, upon which its 
existence depends, placed in a fund for 
tho extermination of Canadian thistles 
and cockle, which, like the poor, we 
have always with us. 

Bruce County has long been recog¬ 
nized as one of the banner wheat rais¬ 
ing counties of Ontario—a doubtful 
distinction in these days of low prices, 
small profits and slow returns?* The 
farmers here, however, accepted the 
Hon. George Foster's advice, some few 
years before the financial giant of the 
Conservatives imparted it to a confid¬ 
ing and expectant public, and embarked 
in mixed farming. They have been 
getting along fairly well since, al¬ 
though a large number of them are 
still partial to fall wheat, as it 
lightens the burden of spring work. 
The farmers hero had a hard time of it 
last winter. The hay crop was a fail¬ 
ure and straw was short. As a result 
hay was at a premium and pressed 
stiaw of the rankest and blackest de¬ 
scription brought $10 and $12 a ton. 
They evidently profited by tho lesson 
as one can perceive by tho large 
amount of cattle corn that has been 
grown in this district (Bruce and Kin¬ 
cardine townships) this season. 

But to return to tho fairs. One 
thing noticeable is the decrease in the 
number of heavy draft hordes. Like 
Ichabod, tho glory of the C'ydesda e 
has departed and the blood and road¬ 
ster now receives the attention that, 
but a few short years ago, was the 
Clyde's due. The Peicheron is still in 
evidence, but not so popular as of 
yore. The Montreal Witness recently 
asked the question: ‘‘Is tho horse 
doomed?” As to that we cannot say, 

but that lie is frequently d- by the 

farmer, with a stable full of heavy 
eating but unsaleableequines, is a fact 
not to be gainsaid.

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THE RED PLANET MARS. 

Mr, Perclval Lowell on tl»e ChiimI* That 
Water Its Omsch 

One great difficulty that has always 
stood in the way of the acceptance of 
the theory that the canals are really 
artificial In origin arises from their 
great dimensions. Nearly aU of them 
are several hundred, and some of them 
thousands of miles In length, while 
they ’vary In width from thirty to fifty 
or sixty miles. This difficulty van¬ 
ishes, however, If we accept Mr, Lo.v- 
i4l’s-Iriterpretatlun of the canals. Ac 
cording to him they are not really 
fjfttials. but lines of Irrigation. Can¬ 
als no doubt exist there, but they are 
too small to be separately visible. So 
the round spots at their Junctions, 
some of which previous observers had 
detected, are, In Mr. Lowell’s opinion, 
not lakes of water, but Irrigated oases, 
the broad red-ochre expanses In the 
midst of which they appear, and which 
the canals Intersect In every direction, 
being dry land In the most emphatic 
sense—in other words, deserts. 

This statement gives the clew to Mr. 
Lowell’s theory of Mars. His obser¬ 
vations, and those of his assistant?, 
have convinced him that the only con¬ 
siderable body of water on Mars Is 
the dark blue band surrounding the 
polar cap. That cap, he thinks, as 
others have done, represents the win¬ 
ter accumulation of snow and con¬ 
tains, locked up by frost, practically 
all the water on the planet. As the 
polar snow begins to melt with the 
approach of spring, a circular sea 
forms around Its edge. This sea grad¬ 
ually drains off, and Its waters are lost 
In the dusky areas toward the equa¬ 
tor. These areas are not entirely de¬ 
sert, like the broad red-ochre region, 
but contain the germs and roots of 
vegetation, which quickens with the 
annual access of water from the melt¬ 
ing polar snows, and so the dusky ex¬ 
panses visibly darken in hue. Then 
the canals begin to make their ap¬ 
pearance, first In the neighborhood 
of the dark areas. They are due, Mr. 
Lowell thinks, to the leading off of ths 
water through channels of Irrigation 
traversing the deserts, and the conse¬ 
quent growth of vegetation upon long 
narrow belts. There Is not enough 
water to Irrigate the desert continents 
as a whole, and so the inhabitants do 
the best they can by freshening cer¬ 
tain belts and spots once every Mar¬ 
tian year. Boon after the polar snows 
have completely disappeared, and the 
polar sea has been entirely drained off, 
the areas of vegetation begin to fade, 
gnd the canals and oases vanish, to 
mate their appearance again When the

Manufacture of Condensed Milk. 

Condensed milk, which Is »o mucli 
used for the food of Infants, Is pre¬ 
pared by slowly evaporating the wat w 
of milk by moderate heat. There arc 
two varieties, the plain, which Is con¬ 
densed to about one-fourth of Its bulk 
and superheated, and to which no 
sugar is added, and the stronger va¬ 
riety, which Is more condensed and to 
which auger cane Is added In excess, 
holding about 45 per cent, of sugir 
among its solid ingredients. This ex¬ 
cess of sugar prevents the decomposi¬ 
tion of the milk, which will keen fresh 
for many hours after the can has been 
opened. ■

Painful points occur next In fre¬ 
quency in the middle of the back and 
in the lumbar region. Sometimes the 
entire surface is sensitive, and even 
the clothes themselves are a source of 
pain and discomfort. 

Bending the body, standing, going 
up stairs, lifting, holding the arms in 
any cramped position, etc., increases 
the pain and sensations of weakness, 
causing sharp shooting pains to radiate 
over the body elsewhere. Cold or 
heat applied to the surface of the back 
also causes sharp pain through these 
tender points. 

When mental excitability is a marked 
feature .of nervous exhaustion, the 
pain is also more intense. In this de¬ 
pressed form it is a prominent symp¬ 
tom as well, though not so acute and 
severe. 

In this form of neurasthenia It in¬ 
creases after fatigue and exertion, af¬ 
ter extensive movements of the verte¬ 
bral column and after exposure and 
overwork. There is a general feeling 
of oppression, breathlessness, palpita¬ 
tion of the heart and a sense of con¬ 
striction about the head. 

It is impossible to stand for any 
length of time without leaning against 
something or bending one of the knees. 
What is more complained of is weak¬ 
ness in performing the various move¬ 
ments necessary to daily life and the 
rapid exhaustion that is so discourag¬ 
ing. 

Neuralgia of the spinal nerves pro¬ 
duces backache. This particular form 
of neuralgia may be due to the pol*on 
of gout, rheumatism, malaria, etc. What 
is known as muscular rheumatism is 
also a cause. Acute or chronic kidney 
troubles give pain in the back, apd 
so also does disease of other organs 
in the abdomen or pelvis. 

As the causes of this distressing con¬ 
dition, backache, differ widely, it nat¬ 
urally follows that the various reme¬ 
dies to relieve it are by no means the 
same In character. Strain induced by 
posture demands change of position. 
Let those who stand many hours each 
day sit whenever possible, and lie at 
full length on a couch or on the floor 
whenever occasion permits. Walking 
is also a relief. Heavy skirts must be 
discarded, together with all imperfect 
sho-e, badly fitting corsets and waists 
made too stiff with whalebone. 

The so-called "spinal diseases." tu¬ 
bercular bone troubles, require the 
attention of u careful physician. What¬ 
ever the treatment, cod liver oil and an 
abundance of fresh air will be two of 
the things prescribed. 1’aln In the 
Imelt due to states of nervofts exhaus¬ 
tion require tonic, remedies such as ar¬ 
senic, nux vomica, iron, cod liver oH, 
rest exorcist and cold hath*. 

Sometimes quick sponging, alternate¬ 
ly with hot and cold water, Is of great 
benefit. Tho pains of exhaustion and 
Irritability require a sojourn in the 
mountains whenever possible. • This 
Is a hint for vacations. A long sea voy¬ 
age is also beneficial, and sometimes 
In n warm, soft southern climate pains 
of every description will disappear, 
backache Included.—New York World.

The General Idea May be Followed, Hut 
the Varieties Should be Chosen For 
the Locality as Demonstrated by Sue. 
cessful Growers. 

One of the tlrit things to consider In 
"opening” a farm or founding a home 
is the establishment of an orchard, says 
Barm and Home; not merely tree 
planting for sake of covering space, re¬ 
gardless of kind and quality/ but the 
selection and setting out of such va¬ 
rieties as will be of value for eating, 
cooking, marketing and keeping. The 
plan of orchard, os reproduced here, 
has been In operation several yearn 
in northern Kansas and while the va¬ 
rieties of fruit are especially adapted 
to that region, many of them may 
safely be set as far north as southern 
Ontario, southern Nebraska and Iowa, 
northern Missouri and a considerable 
part of Illinois and most If not all 
answer for a wide strip extending far¬ 
ther north. The orchard fronts to the 
south, is 320 feet square with a space 
100 by 100 feet reserved for house, 
lawn, garden and small fruits.

Sev¬ 
eral rows of small fruits are planted 
between the cherry rows, also In other 
parts of the orchard, where conven¬ 
ient. Of cherries, a row each of Mor- 
cllo, Early Richmond and Governor 
Wood. The crabapples consist of two 
each of Transcendants, Hys'.op and 
Whitney, and occupy space between 
garden and house. Apricots, two efteh 
of Large Early. Peach and Hemsklrk, 
and planted near garden, with a half- 
dozen Orange qulpccs In vicinity of 
summer house, west of vegetable and 
flower garden. 

Of blackberries plant twelve each of 
Wilson's Early, Snyder. Klttannlr.g 
and Lawton, and set out between pear 
trees and plum grove. Of raspberries 
sd between the cherry rows, twelve 
each of Turner, Gregg, Cuthhert. Mc¬ 
Cormick and Souhegan; while of 
gooseberries plant between plum grove 
and cherry trees, twelve bushes * ach 
of Houghton, Pale Red and White¬ 
smith. I’lunt currants In same space 
as gooseberries, only to tin* north ami 
a half-dozt n each of Red dutch, Ver- 
salllalsc and White Grape. The straw¬ 
berry bed occupies space In the north¬ 
west part of the reserved ground west 
of the pathway leading to orchard, 
and contains equal numbers of the Wil¬ 
ton, Crescent, Charles Downing, Minor 
and Sharpless. Grapes fill spaces on 
each edge of nl Islde and rear path¬ 
ways and conslt 20 Concord, 10 Wor¬ 
den, 10 Delaware, 10 Clinton and 10

■ The chestnut Is a native of America 
and grows upon the thinnest and dry 
cst KoilH. it dots not do well upon 
limestone -.soils nor on wet lan J. 
Though the tree sometimes thrives In 
localities where it Is not a native, It 
is best to study well the soil and cli¬ 
mate before attempting Its culture. 
The tree grows naturally from the 
seed, and also reproduces itself abund¬ 
antly from the sprouts at the base 
of the trunk when the trees are cut In 
the forest. The nuts lose their vitality 
In a very short time, so that care must 
be taken to sow them at once, or to 
keep them so their vitality may not 
be Impaired. If onces allowed'to dry 
the nuts will not grow. Keep them 
in moist sawdust till needed for plant¬ 
ing, and If poqplble plant the seed 
where the tree Is to grow, as the loss 
of the taproot Is a greater check to 
the chestnut than any other tree.— 
Denver Field and Farm.

home of the Difficulties a Novice Hndl 
In Choosing a Breed. 

A difficult problem for the amateur 
to solve Is choosing a breed of poul¬ 
try. It has been estimated that there 
are about one hundred distinct breeds 
of fowls, inis would appear quite a 
large field from which to make a selec¬ 
tion, and yet it will pay best to m&ko 
a Judicious choice at the start-. JCacn 
variety has its champions who bavo 
settled this question to their own 
satisfaction years ago and each will of 
course, uphold srongly the merits of 
his particular body.' 

The veteran breeder,Mr. James Ran¬ 
kin of South Easton. Mass., once toll 
me that he had been actively engaged 
In the poultry business for over 50 
years and had In this time experiment¬ 
ed with nearly all the prominent breed* 
of fowls, and finally, some years ago, 
had settled on the Light Brahmas and 
Pekin Ducks. With both of these ho 
has been very successful, especially 
with the latter. First, let us consider 
what branch of the business we. wish 
to follow. To one who attends the 
leading shows the temptation to breci 
’or prize-winners i» every strong. The 
display of such auperlor specimens 
calls forth unusual admiration and en¬ 
thusiasm as each particular breed Is 
seen in the pink of condition and with 
the most attractive surroundings. If 
he enters the show and comes first 
to the Bantams, he will probably be 
carried away with their greut variety 
and the wonderful beauty of their 
plumage and general appearance. As 
he proceeds, he may come next to tho 
Hamburg*, which rival almost all the 
other breeds in markings and effective¬ 
ness. Again, he stops at the Polish 
and Houdans. Here the variety seems 
endless, and with their peculiar at¬ 
tractive head-feathering he is lost In 
new admiration. Next, he comes to the 
Leghorns, Minorcas, Andalusians, 
Black Spanish and Dorkings. The 
variety of solid colors is something 
new this time, and with their bril¬ 
liant large combs and wattles and 
graceful tails, he seems to have for¬ 
gotten his previous enthusiasm, and is

tically eradicated from orchards that 
have suffered from a severe attack.” 

Tlie t T no of Sulphur. 

Sulphur Is sometimes recommended 
as useful for Inducing fowls to lay. A 
little 4 of It occasionally may prove 
beneficial, but too much will cause a 
lameness which Is commonly called 
rheumatism, especially If the yards and 
houses are damp. The trouble Is the 
anxiety to get a large yield of eggs 
often leads the owner to feed his 
flocks as much In a day as ought to be 
glvqp In a week. It should be treatel 
as a medicine rather than as a food, 
and given with caution. A small 
amount of sulphur Is needed by ani¬ 
mals but this Is for the most, part

tom; their ends flush with underside of 
bottom. Two strips 1-2 Inch thick and 
4 Inches wide are_nalled to the edges 
of the bottom, thus making a trough 
3 Inches deep with ends 18 Inches high. 
I then take strips 1-4-Inch thick, 3 
Inches wide and 18 Inches long, point¬ 
ed at upper end, and nail them to tho 
sides of the trough, leaving a apace 
between pickets of 1 12 Inches for 
chicks or 2 Inches for fowls. This 
gives a complete and durable feed 
rack, where the weak have equal 
chance with the strong, and no waste 
of feed. I begin to feed in the ra^k 
when chicks are about six weeks old. 
All wet feed Is given In the racks. I 
always feed fowls and chicks sepal*- 
ately.—Farm and Home. 

How to Cure lllac-k Knot. 

A remedy for black knot In the 
cherry, plum, etc., Is to cut off the 
most seriously affected branches below 
• he diseased part. Shave the other 
knots off smoothly with the surface of 
the limb, then paint all the scars with 
any kind of cheap paint that does not 
contain lead, into which Is mixed a 
spoonful of parts green to a pound of 
paint. This method has proved effec¬ 
tive among Connecticut Shakers, who 
are very capable fruit growers. Many 
others recommend painting the wound 
with raw linseed oil without any mix¬ 
ture of the poison. Probably the better 
plan is to entirely cut off every affect¬ 
ed branch at a good distance below the 
black knot, painting the wound with 
ope of the preparations Just named. . 

He careful not to have any sap oi* 
Juice on the knife from near the black 
knot when you cut off the limb, as 
this might Inoculate the healthy sap 
with germs of black knot. The Mas¬ 
sachusetts Experiment Station has 
given much attention to this pest for

The fall session of the Ontario Agri¬ 
cultural College always opens at the 
Model Farm, Guelph, on October L It 
will bo interesting, therefore, to take 
a walk around the college and farm 
grounds -in company with Prof. C. A. 
Zavtts. experimentalist; Prof. H. H. 
Dean|of'the dairy department, and Mr. 
Wm^Tlennle, farm superintendent, and 
see' home of the labors of coming 
students and learn something about it 
its capabilities. The college 
grounds and farm are situated on the 
brow of a hill on the Dundas road, 
immediately at Guelph's city limits. 
It is easy of access by the Guelph 
Electric Railway, the terminus of 
which is at the entrance to the 
grounds. As one enters themaaln gate* 
way a magnificent scene prdfcnts Itself 
to the eye. Directly In front of the 
stately college building and several 
lecture halls spreads a well-kept lawn, 
?0 acres in extent, studded with artis¬ 
tically* designed. flovyer beds, orna¬ 
mental trees, etc., leaving ample evi¬ 
dence of the master hand of the land¬ 
scape gardener. 

Ttyi College proper faces the head 
of Itie main drive, and includes, be¬ 
sides the residence of the president,

class rooms, a museum, reading room, 
library and students' dormitories. Next 
to this Is a handsome new building in 
course of erection for the use of the 
chemical department, and which, it is 
expected, will be opened at the begin¬ 
ning of the fall session, thus replacing 
the former one destroyed by Are. Near 
by are also convocation hall, the ex¬ 
perimental building, the residences of 
the bursar, farm suiA’rlntendent and 
experimentalist, botanical laboratory 
and greenhouse. At the rear are the 
outbuildings, barns, stables and car¬ 
penters’ shops. Each of the depart¬ 
ments named is equipped with the most 
modern and approved appliances. 

The farm embraces 550 acres in all, 
of which about 330 immediately sur¬ 
rounds the main college building, the 
balance being on the westerly side of 
the Dundas road, on which are the 
dairy and poultry buildings. 

The crops this year, on the whole, 
fully up to the average. Eighty-five 
acres yielded about 200 tons of hay, 
this being exceptionally heavy. On <6 
acres oats were grown, but the rav¬ 
ages of the army worm devastated 
quite half the crop. Twenty acres were 
devoted to Mandscheuri barley, w'hlch 
turned out a very heavy crop. The two 
varieties of winter wheat this year In 
the larger fields were Dawson's Golden 
chaff and the early Genesee giant, each 
of which yielded some 35 bushels per 
acre. Twenty acres of Prussian blue 
peas, producing 80 loads, have not yet 
been threshed. 

The experimental fields occupy about 
50 acres at the rear of the main col¬ 
lege building on a gradual slope to the 
southwest. These grounds are divided 
into upwards of 2000 plots, which are 
devoted to the testing of different va-

Greet stress is laid upon the fact 
that Ut selecting even the very best 
varieties of seed*, those which are 
plump and well-developed give far 
greater satisfaction than seed which 
Is smaller and shrunken. 

In addition to the 9000 experiments 
made at the farm, great Interest Is be¬ 
ing taken in this work outside. Inas¬ 
much as 2200 farmers throughout On¬ 
tario are carrying on experiments In 
connection with the college work at 
this time. Already this year there 
have been received over 1000 applica¬ 
tions for winter wheat seed for experi¬ 
mental purposes, being nearly double 
the number of last year. Every spring 
a circular Is issued, giving the experi¬ 
ments which are to be conducted dur¬ 
ing the following season and which 
practically cover all kinds of farm 
crops. A copy of this circular may 
he had on application to the experlmen 
tallst, from whom all information can 
be obtained. 

In the horticultural department ex 
tensive experiments are continuously 
being made. Among the most Import¬ 
ant this season was that made with 
160 varieties of strawberries. The re¬ 
sults of this experiment will be looked 
forward to with a great deal of Inter¬ 
est in the next two or three years. 

The whole work of the Institution 
fcom an experimental standpoint is of 
a very practical nature, and Is proving 
of great value to every farmer, fruit 
grower, dairyman and live stock 
breeder,signifying as It does not only 
a matter of great Interest but of dol¬ 
lars and cents as well. 

The newest department of the college 
Is that of bacteriology, wherein a 
careful study is made of the germs of 
disease In animals and the various 
forms and conditions of bacteria play¬ 
ing so Important a part In the ripen¬ 
ing of cream and the development of 
cheese. 

The dairy department is a model of 
perfection. The building In which the 
animals are housed is about 120 feet 
In length, fitted up with two milking 
machines, and has accommodation for 
30 head. Everything In connecton 
with the stable is scrupulously clean. 
At the present time there are 25 cows 
in full milk, their average dally yield 
being about 300 pounds. In the fiu.th 
of the season, when the pasturage is 
at its best, one or two of the cows 
give enough milk to produce as much 
as 2 1-2 pounds of butter each per day. 
The herd Is made up of Jeiseys, Hoi 
steins, Ayrshire* and grades. One Hol¬ 
stein during the past year yielded 10.- 
000 pounds of milk, producing over 40i 
pounds of butter. 

An Immense circular silo Is attached 
to the building and which, when full, 
holds 250 tons of ensilage. This silo 
.r now being filled, the machine used 
being the Smalley, which Is cutting at 
the rate of TO tons per day. 

Situate to the east of the silo are 
the dairy school and home dairy build¬ 
ings, completely fitted with all mod¬ 
ern appliances. Lectures are dellvoi- 
cd during the session to the male and 
female students, and practical lessons 
given In butter and cheese making 
The record of each cow's yield and 
quality of milk Is kept, and thereby 
the most profitable breed of animali- 
ls ascertained. In the experimental 
department of the dairy It was shown 
,rnm equal quantities of rich and or¬ 
dinary milk that the former produced 
a cheese weighing 71 pounds, whereas 
one made from the latter weighed only 
53 3-4 pounds. Interesting experiments 
are carried on In this department which 
cannot fall to prove of great value to 
dairymen throughout the land. 

In the poultry department there an- 
at present some 400 birds, representing 
every choice variety, each breed hav¬ 
ing a separate house and run.

Comfort¬ 
able quarters he placed as the firm 
requisite, and we give the description 
and illustration of his barn ba^tnent. 
He says: 

We keep the temperature of our 
stable at 30 to 35 degrees, and never 
below 10 degrees In tne most severe 
weather. I find the cows eat and d-> 
better when not too warm. We use 
a single stanchion with chain tie. The 
stanchion Is simply a pole about thr*v 
Inches through, mortised into a nlil 
und securely fastened at the top. The 
chain tie goes around the neck with 
a large ring that slides easily up and 
down the stanchion. This gives the 
cow much more comfort and keeps her 
Just as clean. 

We put the first stanchion 18 inches 
from the wall or partition, and then 
one every three feet. We then put a 
partition between every other cow. 
The partition should fit tight In the 
manger, and should not come buck 
between the cows more than 18 Inches 
from the stanchion. We have a diop 
behind the cows of six Inches. The 
Poor on which the cows stand Is five 
feet from manger to drop. The mang* i 
Is 18 Inches wide. We left an eight- 
inch space under the feed rack to feed 
grain through. 

This stable has many advantages, 
and I think would be appreciated I y 
all. Water Is as necessary as the feed 
In the production of winter milk, and 
It Is hard for the average farmer to 
supply his cows with plenty of It, <>t 
the right temperature. A cow cannot 
do her best If compelled to atand In n 
zero wind and drink through the let 
I would water in the stable, If possl-. 
ble. We have a drive well In the feed 
alley. The temperature of the water 
from this well Is never below 50 de¬ 
grees, but I would like to supply them 
with good water 10 or 15 degrees 
warmer. 

Good care is what tells in the long 
run. Milk, feed and water regularly, 
and be sure not to leave them out when 
too cold. We only leave ours out long 
enough to arrange the stable when 
the temperature is below 20 degrees.
